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Task force targets arsonists 


Police chief hopes 
unit, public tips will 
smoke out suspects

A group of arsonists may be respon¬ 
sible for setting the city ablaze in re¬ 
cent weeks, police Chief Mike Boyd 
told a rare Sunday news conference, 
adding he has set up a new task 
force to light a fire under whoever 


is to blame. 

"We have some persons that 
we're looking at right now," he said. 
"Our files include individuals who 
have records of arson and fire-set¬ 
ting in the past." 

One person has been arrested and 
charged in connection with four 
fires that were set in the city's north 
end two weeks ago. 

Boyd said that though an arrest 
has been made, the flames are far 
from being extinguished, as a series 
of fires was set last week and over

Police Chief Mike Boyd added 
people should be mindful of how 
they store their garbage, or any¬ 
thing that can be set ablaze. 

the weekend around Stony Plain 
Road. He said it's possible a group 
of people may be responsible. 

"Our concern is that these fires 
seem to be growing more severe in 
the setting and the results." 

He said police feel there are moti¬ 


vating factors for the fires, and that 
the arsonists may be on the move. 

"We're in no way ruling out the 
possibility that this offender or of¬ 
fenders may change their location. 
In fact, we're anticipating that 
might happen." 

Boyd said that police have gath¬ 
ered information that they feel 
may lead to an arrest, though 1 
they are still asking for help \ 
from the public to catch the fire¬ 
bugs. 

"It's about being the com- 1 


munity's eyes, and ears," he said, 
adding a special request to bus driv¬ 
ers, taxi drivers, delivery drivers, 
and anyone that might be out at odd 
hours to keep an eye out. 

"The person or persons involved 
in these fires will not always be act¬ 
ing suspiciously. They will be mov¬ 
ing to and from the community. 
They will be getting themselves to 
a point where they can feel safe 
and confident that they can set 
the fire."

Cabs sparse at 
night: Report

In a city with a metropolitan population of 
about one million people, there are only 50 
cabs on Edmonton streets at 2 a.m. when 
the bars are closing, a recent report shows. 

The number of cabs on the street was 
found to hit 200 at 7 p.m. on a Saturday 
night, but that number dwindled to 120 
by 10 p.m. before finally sliding to 50 at 
2 a.m. 

"Many drivers are very reluctant to re¬ 
main in service through bar closing, for 
their own safety and their preservation of 
their taxi vehicle," said the city report, 
which looked at dispatching methods of 
taxi companies. 

"Taxi brokers are unable to 'force' driv¬ 
ers to work the night shift," said the report, 
which recommended the city look at other 
methods of nighttime transport.

Cop off payroll 
with new charge 


Chief says decision 
not made because 
of petition

An off-duty police officer 
charged with a long list of 
drinking and driving offences 
won't be receiving a pay- 
cheque any longer, after 
being slapped with an addi¬ 
tional charge for improper 
storage of a firearm at his 
home. 

The decision is too little, 
too late, says Theresa Offer- 
mann, who has been peti¬ 
tioning to get Const. Douglas 
Kurtis Brown off the payroll 
since the accident landed her 
neighbour Robert Wasyliw in 
the hospital with severe 
burns a few weeks ago. 

"Chief Boyd said that 


they've cut his pay because 
of additional charges? Those 
charges have nothing to do 
with the impaired," she said 
yesterday. 

In the early morning hours 
of May 11, the BMW that 
Brown was driving blew 
through a red light, slam¬ 
ming into a pickup truck. 
Within seconds, the truck 
burst into flames, trapping 
the 18-year-old driver inside. 

Brown was slapped with 
11 impaired driving charges 
as a result of the incident, 
though still received pay. 

The additional charge 
Brown now faces is the re¬ 
sult of an on-going investiga¬ 
tion conducted after the 
accident. 

Since the accident, Offer- 
mann and a group of peti¬ 
tioners have been canvassing 
the streets of Edmonton, and 
have collected over 1,500 sig¬ 


natures, in hopes of changing 
repercussions when officers 
get charged with impaired 
driving. 

"I'm a citizen that pays 
taxes and doesn't want to 
pay for him to be on a vaca¬ 
tion," she said. 'As citizens, 
we have one guideline to fol¬ 
low. Officers make their own 
standard to follow, and de¬ 
cide to change it and break it 
whenever they want without 
repercussions." 

Boyd said yesterday, that 
his decision to suspend 
Brown without pay was in 
no way related to the peti¬ 
tion. 

"I recognize that the indi¬ 
viduals that started the peti¬ 
tion feel strongly about the 
alleged actions of constable 
Brown, however, I did not 
allow that to influence my 
decision making in any way."

Police discover skeleton after 
dog retrieves human skull 


Friends and family of three 
people, including a five- 
year-old, who went missing 
on Devil's Lake last week 
can now plan for funeral 
services after their bodies 
were pulled from the water 
this weekend. 

Zsolt Voros, 40, his five- 
year-old son, Hunor LeRose, 
and his friend, Kyle Digout, 
25, went missing a week ago 
after planning to go on a 


fishing trip. 

Voros' body was pulled 
from the lake Saturday af¬ 
ternoon three hours before 
searchers pulled Digout and 
the young boy from the lake. 

As divers and search 
crews were combing the 300 
acre lake in the last few 
days, friends and family 
hosted a vigil on the lake's 
shores.

A Strathcona County home- 
owner made a gruesome dis¬ 
covery over the weekend, 
after his dog carried home a 
human skull.

Police won't be releasing 
the sex, age, race, or any de¬ 
tails of the identity of the 
body, pending results of a 
Medical Examiner's report, 
slated for today.

Only a few minutes later, 
the girls attacked another 
victim, stealing her purse, 
then fleeing to Churchill 
Square on foot. 

Witnesses followed the 
girls to Churchill Square, 
where they were arrested by 
police. 

Two 15-year-olds, a 14- 
year-old, a 13-year-old and 
a 12-year-old are all facing 
robbery, mischief and stolen 
property charges.

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Soldier killed in fall down well 


Snyder had plans 
to marry after 
finishing mission

An Edmonton-based soldier 
described as a role model to 
Afghan troops in the coun¬ 
try's Zhari District was killed 
on the weekend after falling 
20 metres down a well while 
on night patrol. 


Capt. Jonathan (Jon) 
Sutherland Snyder was a 
member of the First Battal¬ 
ion with the Princess Patri¬ 
cia's Canadian Light 
Infantry, based at the Ed¬ 
monton Garrison. 

The Penticton, B.C.-raised 
soldier was on his second 
tour duty in Afghanistan and 
it was his third mission over¬ 
seas. 

"Jon was serving as a 
mentor and role model to 
members of the Afghan Na-

tional Army, and his leader¬ 
ship in the field likely saved 
both Canadian and Afghan 
lives," said Brig-Gen. Denis 
Thompson in a statement. 

"We will not forget his 


sacrifice as we continue our 
mission to bring peace and 
stability to citizens of 
Afghanistan." 

Snyder was going to get 
married after his mission. He 
also leaves behind his par¬ 
ents. 

After members of Snyder's 
patrol were unsuccessful in 
getting him out of the well 
on Saturday night, medical, 
search and engineering 
teams used a helicopter to 
lift him out, said the Depart¬ 


ment of National Defence. 

Snyder was rushed to a 
military hospital at Kanda¬ 
har airfield, but was pro¬ 
nounced dead on arrival. 

The wells, also known to 
Afghan people as "kariz," lit¬ 
ter the Zhari district and 
Thompson said the wells are 
often unmarked and are all 
connected to an under¬ 
ground irrigation system. 

The last Alberta-based sol¬ 
dier to die in the war-torn 
country was 36-year-old Cpl. 


Michael Starker who was 
killed during an insurgent at¬ 
tack in the Zharey District. 

Meanwhile, An Afghan 
journalist who was working 
for the BBC World Service 
was also killed yesterday 
after his body was found in 
southern Afghanistan with a 
gunshot wound to his head. 

Abdul Samad Rohani is the 
fourth journalist killed in the 
war-torn country in the past 
year.

Think tank finds 
surprising ideals 
on immigration 

Canadians' vision of them¬ 
selves as hospitable to people 
fleeing persecution else¬ 
where doesn't entirely hold 
up, a poll for a prestigious 
think-tank says. 

While Canadians cham¬ 
pion the idea of allowing 
skilled workers or separated 


family members into the 
country, they are less enthu¬ 
siastic about refugees, con¬ 
cludes the poll by Nanos 
Research in for the June 
issue of Policy Options maga¬ 
zine, published by the Mon¬ 
treal-based Institute for 
Research on Public Policy. 

"What it's telling us is 
there's a disconnect between 
our self-image of welcoming 
immigrants and how we ac¬ 


tually act," said Nik Nanos, 
president of the polling firm. 
"We think we have open 
arms for people from places 
that are very dangerous but 
practicality kicks in when 


they get here." 

The poll asked people 
whether three factors should 
be considered important 
when selecting immigrants. 
Across Canada, 68.2 per cent 


chose job skills, 58.8 per cent 
said family reunification and 
only 40.1 per cent picked 
refugee status — down 
sharply. The strong support 
for family reunification re¬ 
flects the "psychological 
mindset" in this country, 
Nanos said. "Many Canadi¬ 
ans have an uncle or a family 
member who came here first 
after the Second World War 
and brought over other fam¬ 


ily members." 

Family reunification and 
hand-picking skilled workers 
are key elements of immigra¬ 
tion reform in the Harper 
government's implementa¬ 
tion bill that is on course to 
receive House of Commons 
approval in its entirety by 
June 20. "This shows the in¬ 
tent of the bill is generally in 
sync with voters," said 
Nanos. torstar news service

Questions arise 
over Harper’s vision 


Blasts Liberals, 
Dion for proposed 
carbon tax plan 

The "vision thing" — as the 
first President George Bush 
so famously dismissed it — is 
the looming question as the 
Canadian political season 
draws to an end and parties 
head out for a summer of 
politicking and plan¬ 
ning. 

Two and a half 
years after Stephen 
Harper's Conserva¬ 
tives took power, 
even those closest to 
him are at a loss to 
detail what is the 
Prime Minister's vi¬ 
sion for leading the country. 
It is not an unreasonable 
question to ask about a 
prime minister who frames 
every answer to every ques¬ 
tion in terms of leadership. 
But it is apparently a sensi¬ 
tive one. During a recent 
background conversation, 
two senior Tory sources first 
scoffed, then shrugged off a 
question about what vision 
or narrative will take the 


government through to Octo¬ 
ber 2009, when by law an 
election will be held if it's not 
triggered earlier by a non¬ 
confidence vote 

The throne speech out¬ 
lined five priorities those 
Tory insiders insist: 
strengthening Canada's sov¬ 
ereignty and place in the 
world; building a stronger 
federation; provid¬ 
ing effective eco¬ 
nomic leadership; 
continuing to tackle 
crime; and improv¬ 
ing the environ¬ 
ment. 

Harper's critics 
dispute any claim to 
progress on those 

fronts. 

In fact, Liberal Leader 
Stephane Dion wants the 
next election to be about pol¬ 
icy vision, which is why he is 
prepared to gamble so big on 
a carbon tax. 

Harper's Tories have re¬ 
sponded to that vision by re¬ 
leasing a series of sneering 
radio ads that portray the 
Grits plan as a massive tax

Twelve more hurt 
in stabbing spree 
on Tokyo street 

A man who said he was tired 
of life went on a stabbing 
rampage yesterday in a 
crowded Tokyo shopping 
street, killing seven people 
and wounding a dozen others. 

The man drove a rental 
truck into a crowd of pedes¬ 
trians at lunchtime and then 
walked down the street knif¬ 
ing passers-by in Akihabara 
district, known for its dis¬ 
count electronics and maid 
cafes. 

"I came to Akihabara to kill 
people," Kyodo news agency 
quoted the attacker as telling 
police. "I am tired of the 
world. Anyone was OK. I 
came alone." 

A Tokyo police spokesman 
said at least seven people had 
been killed and 12 wounded. 


The dead were six men 
aged 19 to 74 and a 21-year- 
old woman, the news agency 
said. 

The police said a man had 
been arrested, and television 
stations showed a slight, 
blood-splattered 25-year-old 


being herded into a police car. 

Witnesses said the rampage 
was stopped when a police¬ 
man armed with a gun con¬ 
fronted the man, who NHK 
television said was shouting 
as he cut down his victims.

An earthquake struck south¬ 
ern Greece yesterday, killing 
two villagers, injuring 125 
people and damaging dozens 
of homes, authorities said.

A Reuters witness said 
about half a dozen old houses 
at the entrance of the village 
had collapsed and one 
church had visible damage. 

Aftershocks were continu¬ 
ing, with many residents in 
the region set to spend the 
night outdoors and in cars, 
too scared to return to their 
residences. reuters

Ray will be key to 
Eskimos’ success 


QB shaking off 
rust from longer- 
than-usual break

Good as ever? That's pretty 
good. 

The best news for Edmon¬ 
ton Eskimos fans going into 
this CFL season is that quar¬ 
terback Ricky Ray looks 
ready to pick up right where 
he left off before a separated 
shoulder ended his 2007 
campaign. 

Ray, who started Edmon¬ 
ton's first 13 games before his 
season came to an end on a 
blindside hit against Toronto 
Sept. 28, hasn't shown any ill 
effects through the first week 
of training camp. 

"I feel as good as ever right 
now," says Ray. "Physically, 
my body is fine. It's just like 
coming into any other sea¬ 
son. As for the shoulder, it re¬ 
ally hasn't bothered me since 
early winter. 

"That's the last time I re¬ 
ally had any soreness in it. It 
feels like just another normal 
training camp for me." 

Ray, 28, was on pace to 
take a run at career bests for 
passing yardage and touch¬ 
down passes despite the Es¬ 
kimos' struggles through 13 
games — the 2005 Grey Cup 
MVP had 22 TD passes and 
3,652 yards, finishing with a 
career-high completion per¬ 
centage of 69.9. 

When the Eskimos all-time 
leader in passing yards and 
completions hit the deck, so 
did Edmonton's playoff 
hopes. It's no surprise, then, 
there were some questions 
about Ray's health coming 
into camp. 


"Ricky's been pretty good," 
head coach Dan Maciocia 
said. "He's got a command 
and understanding of what 
we're doing offensively. As 
we go along, he'll look even 
better." 

With the second week of 
camp underway and just five 
days before the Eskimos open 
the pre-season against the 
Stampeders in Calgary on 
Friday, Ray's been the class of 
the quarterback corps. 

Obviously, it's not like Ray 
has to make the team. For 
him, it's about knocking off 
the rust of a longer-than- 
usual off-season, adjusting to 
a revamped playbook under 
new offensive co-ordinator 
Rick Worman and figuring 
out who's who in an im¬ 
proved group of receivers. 

"I'm really happy with 
how he's throwing the foot¬ 
ball," Worman said. "I think 
his arm strength is 100 per 
cent.

Working without using words 


Non-verbal 
communication 
speaks volumes

Sometimes the most power¬ 
ful things you can say don't 
take any words at all. 

Body language, good or 
bad, says a lot more about 
how you really feel than 
words alone so you have to 
make sure your body is 
speaking the same message 
your lips are, says keynote 
speaker and author Carol 
Kinsey Goman.

tude you want to bring into 
the room. People will pick 
up on your attitude almost 
instantly," Goman said. 

Most importantly, Goman 
says projecting a good atti¬ 
tude with your body lan¬ 
guage can have a powerful 
uplifting effect on your ac¬ 
tual emotional state. 

"The same way how if 
you change your emotions 
your body language will 
change, if you change your 
body language your emo¬ 
tions will change too," she 
said. 

Nothing is easier than a 
smile to get things rolling. 

'A smile is probably the 
cheapest thing you can do to 
trigger the reward-stimuli 
part of the brain. You can 
spot it across a football 
field," Goman said. 

Touch also taps in deeply 
to a person's primal instinct, 
making handshakes a pow¬ 
erful tool in communication. 

'Absolutely shake hands 
with everyone you meet and 
make sure you have a nice, 
firm, solid handshake. It 
takes three hours of interac¬ 
tion to equal the amount of 
rapport you 
can get with 
one hand 
shake," she 
said. 

Eye contact 
is of course 
crucial to 
good body 
language, but 
you don't 
want to stare 
so long that it 
starts to get creepy. Goman 
suggests a little trick to do it 


right. 

"When you 
make eye 
contact (with 
someone), 
make sure to 
look long 
enough to 
notice what 
colour their 
eyes are," she 
said. 

Ultimately, 
body language has much 
more influence on how peo¬ 


ple perceive you than just 
your words or actions alone, 
so make sure you're sending 
the right signals. 

"In body language, it's not 
so much what you intend 
but what the person observ¬ 
ing you believes you intend. 
You need to rethink your 
non-verbal signals through 
the eyes of the recipient and 
make sure your body lan¬ 
guage is congruent with the 
message you want to send," 
Goman said.

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Aiming to help doctors 


Medical-practice 
consultants aid 
those who heal

Doctors, generally, are pretty 
sharp. Those prefixes in front 
of their names are there for a 
reason. They excel academi¬ 
cally, or at least have at some 
point of their lives. 

Having said this, it also is 
fair to suggest that, generally, 
a large number of Canadian 
doctors lack business acu¬ 
men. 

"That certainly appears to 
be the case," acknowledges 
Jivi Khehra, a medical-prac¬ 
tice consultant for more than 
14 years. "More and more 
doctors seem to be getting 
business degrees, but the ma¬ 
jority of doctors who run pri¬ 
vate practices in Canada 
appear to be in need of defi¬ 
nite assistance when it 
comes to running their busi¬ 
nesses." 

Khehra, who operates in 
New Westminster, B.C., is by 
no means knocking Canadian 
doctors for their business 


shortcomings. 

"It's easily understand¬ 
able," she says. "I can't tell 
you how many doctors I've 
met over the years who are so 
focused on their practices and 
on helping people that they 
simply don't have the time to 
properly run their businesses. 
Depending on where they 
are, doctors have anywhere 
from 1,500 to 
2,200 pa¬ 
tients. There 
are many ... 
simply 
haven't had 
time to make 
themselves 
aware of how 
to operate ef¬ 
ficiently." 

Enter med¬ 
ical-practice consultants. 

"We're like any other busi¬ 
ness consultants," she says, 
"except that we deal with 
people who often don't think 
of their practices as busi¬ 
nesses. 

'And, in too many cases, 
they don't even think about 
how to improve their busi¬ 
nesses. They're too busy con¬ 
centrating on their patients to 
concentrate on change." 


Medical-practice consult¬ 
ants are paid to lead doctors 
into change. 

Khehra has an MBA in 
leadership and is working on 
a PHD in organizational be¬ 
haviour. 

As she explains on her 
website, www.windsof 
change.info, Khehra provides 
clients with programs that 
range from 
operational 
consulting 
and support 
to writing of 
organizational 
and training 
tools to cus¬ 
tomer service 
to managing 
and training 
employees. 

Similarly, Practice Solu¬ 
tions Consulting (www.prac 
ticesolutions.ca), a conglom¬ 
erate that was formed in 
1996 and is affiliated with 
the Canadian Medical Asso¬ 
ciation, has developed what 
it calls a "proven, six-step 
process" for doctors. 

It covers everything from 
office-location advice to set¬ 
ting up telephone and com¬ 
puter systems.

Alicia Keys finds herself 


R&B singer turns 
troubled times 
into big success 

R&B singer Alicia Keys is en¬ 
joying a successful world¬ 
wide tour, a chart-topping 
album and will act in an up¬ 
coming movie, but it might 
not have happened, she said, 
were it not for a near break¬ 
down two years ago. 

Keys, whose current hits in¬ 
clude No One, is in the middle 
of her As I Am tour. The new 
As I Am album debuted on 
record charts at No. 1 and has 
sold over three million copies. 

In October, she makes her 
film debut in The Secret life 
of Bees, starring Queen Lati- 
fah and Jennifer Hudson. 
Based on the best-selling 
novel of the same name, the 
movie is co-produced by Will 
Smith and backed by indie 
powerhouse Fox Searchlight. 

While Keys seems to lead a 
charmed life and has the sort 
of career that most other 26- 
year-olds could barely imag¬ 
ine, it hasn't always been so 
rosy. 

Two years ago, the singer

went through a troubled pe¬ 
riod that nearly derailed her 
life and career. A workaholic 
lifestyle and the death of a 
close relative from cancer 
pushed her "very close" to the 
breaking point, she admits. 

Instead of having a public 
meltdown, Keys faced her 
demons in private. 

"I knew I needed time 
away, so I went to Egypt for a 
month — on my own, which 
gave it a whole different per¬ 
spective," she told Reuters in 


a recent interview. 

"It allowed me to see 
things I'd never seen before 
— all the temples on the Nile, 
the pyramids, the history. It 
was so rich and beautiful and 
strong, and it inspired me so 
much, and renewed me." 

Keys said she felt like it 
was important to be alone so 
she could reflect on her 
thoughts and examine her 
life, away from the media 
spotlight. She also cut back 
her work schedule. 


"I'm definitely a workaholic 
in some ways, although less 
than I was before," she said. 

Ultimately, she said, the 
near-breakdown brought 
about an artistic break¬ 
through that helped shape 
the music on her third album 
and her edgier stage persona. 

Billboard magazine, in its 
review of As I Am, said Keys 
"takes a step closer toward 
the soul revival popularized 
by John Legend, with full 
band arrangements and 


bright horn hooks, only occa¬ 
sionally falling back into the 
piano/melisma combination 
that drove the singles off her 
first two albums." 

Keys has always prided 
herself on being in control of 
her career and music, pro¬ 
ducing her records and writ¬ 
ing songs, but ironically, she 
was able to push herself 
more on the new album by 
giving up some of that con¬ 
trol, she said. 

"I purposely didn't have 
such a kind of controlling ap¬ 
proach about it and I allowed 
the music to flow," she said. 
"I've come more into my 
own, and really, with experi¬ 
ence comes confidence and a 
little bit more of awareness of 
how I would like to do it, hav¬ 
ing learned from the past." 

She added that she is anx¬ 
ious to experiment even 
more and wants to work 
with rock acts like the White 
Stripes, Green Day, U2 or 
Coldplay. 

"Things that are not quite 
of the same world, or so you 
think," she said, "but when 
you put them together it's 
just really interesting." reuters

Gay points out that, 
while the show has gotten 
more expensive to pro¬ 
duce, it has shed more 
than half of its viewers

“What does all this 
mean?” Gay asks. “That as 
the audience declines, the 
show costs are going up.” 

“In television, that al¬ 
ways spells one thing, and 
I’ll spell it out for you 
now: Cancellation.” 

After receiving an omi¬ 
nous “No comment” from 
a PR exec at Fox, Gay lets 
us linger on that scenario, 
pregnant with its vision of 
a Simpsons-less future — 
except for the syndicated 
episodes running four 
times a day. I somehow 
wish the show’s writers 
could keep this image in 
their minds, as it might 
inspire them to make a po¬ 
tential finale season wor¬ 
thy of the show’s 
reputation at its best. Or it 


will mean another dull 
but profitable movie. In ei¬ 
ther case, it’s hard for me 
to summon up a convinc¬ 
ing imitation of hope.
